Dating  back  to  the  beginnings 
of  the  college  in  1840,  it  was  custom  for  all  students 
to  sign  the  Matriculation  book  at  the  beginning  of 
each  academic  semester.  Along  with  entering  their 
signature  and  birthdote,  students  also  included  their 
parents'  names  and  hometown.  Over  the  years,  this 
tradition  has  changed  to  encompass  only  incoming 
freshmen  and  transfer  students  to  walk  through  the 
Oglebay  gates  and  proceed  up  to  Commencement 
Hoi!  where  the  Matriculation  ceremony  is  held  each
